The Slam-Bang McLennan 


MIAMI 


There is a premium on gentlemen these 
days, so it is refreshing to know a man 
like Harry F. Guggenheim, master of Cain 
Hoy Stable. He is a credit to racing; a 
man whose modesty and sincerity and 
friendliness at all times set him apart. So 
I am glad about what is happening to 
him and his horses. 

When Dark Star did the impossible, 
whipped Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt’s 
champion Native Dancer in the Kentucky 
Derby of 1953. nearly everybody (includ- 
ing Vanderbilt) rejoiced with Guggen- 
heim. who admitted to his greatest thrill 
as an owner. 

And right now Hialeah’s large colony 
of horsemen. as well as a majority of 
newspapermen, believe Guggenheim is in 
a favorable position to win the Derby this 
year with *Turn-to, which launched his 
3-year-old schedule with a tremendously 
impressive victory in an overnight sprint 
early in the week. 

I saw Citation win his first start as a 
3-year-old here. Many of us said then 
that he had the ability to become a cham-

pion. *Turn-to reminded us of Citation 
the other afternoon, He showed class and 
speed of equal proportions, and it will be 
interesting to see what he can do to Hasty 
Road and Goyamo and some of the others. 

I don’t see how *Turn-to can miss being 
the favorite in the Flamingo Stakes on 
February 27: nor can I see, even at this 
early date. how he can miss being made 
the future-book choice. if there is one, for 
the Kentucky Derby in May, Am I going 
too far out on the limb on this beautifully 
made. Irish-bred colt? Could be. But I 
don’t think so. 

Guggenheim was pleased with *Turn- 
to’s triumph, as was trainer Eddie Hay- 
ward. especially since it was his first start 
since he won the Garden State Stakes in 
October. And he came out of it well, 
hardly puffing. 

Guggenheim and Hayward decided to 
skip the $25.000-added Everglades Handi- 
cap. one mile and a furlong. on February 
13. but they will give *Turn-to one more 
overnight race before the Flamingo. 

Will Cain Hoy repeat in the Derby? 

“Well. we think we have a fine chance 
with *Turn-to, but we will hold off until 
post time on the day of the race.” Guggen- 
heim said. 

*Turn-to’s schedule will be patterned 
after that of Dark Star’s. From Hialeah, 
the Cain Hoy Stable will move to Ken- 
tucky. and the Derby will be the main ob- 
jective, While there Hayward will pick up 
the yearlings being broken and schooled 
hy former jockey Frankie Coltiletti. 


ABOUT *TURN-TO, *Turn-to’s story 
is an interesting one. The late C. C. Tan- 
ner. who paid large sums of money for 
yearlings (such as the useless Sir Gal- 
lascene). bought *Turn-to in Ireland as a 
weanling. but Tanner died in the spring of 
1952 before the colt reached the U,. S. 
His widow asked that all of the Tanner 
Turf holdings be sold at auction. 

So Guggenheim purchased the son 


of *Royal Charger—*Source Sucree, by 
Admiral Drake, out of the Keeneland sum- 
mer sales of 1952 for $20,000. Incidentally, 
Guggenheim selects his own yearlings, The 
same year, he also bought Giant Cracker 
out of the Almahurst vendue for $18,000. 
Giant Cracker this winter won the Hibis- 
cus Stakes, but disappointed in the Ba- 
hamas Stakes. 

Guggenheim later negotiated abroad for 
the purchase of *Source Sucree, *Turn-to’s 
dam, now in foal to Sayajirao at Claiborne 
Farm. Sayajirao, winner of the St. Leger 
Stakes in 1947, was sold as a yearling for 
$117,600, a world record. *Source Sucree 
next will be mated to *Nasrullah, three- 
quarter brother of *Royal Charger. 


Harry GUGGENHEIM 
He’s high on *Turn-to 


*Before *Turn-to got to the races, he de- 
veloped an osselet. He was fired after 
Hayward took over the horse. Today he 
looks clean as a whistle. Most of Guggen- 
heim’s yearlings are broken and schooled 
at the Falaise Estate, across from his home 
in Port Washington, Long Island, which 
contains a three-eighth mile ring suitable 
for galloping and exercising. As a matter 
of fact, *Turn-to was moved there for a 
while after he won the Garden State. 
world’s richest race. Guggenheim usually 
buys a half-dozen yearlings or so to aug- 
ment those he breeds himself, 


ABOUT GUGGENHEIM. Guggenheim 
not only is a sportsman, but he also is a 
philanthropist. He is a senior partner in 
the mining firm of Guggenheim Brothers, 
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a former U. S. ambassador to Cuba, avia- 
tion pioneer, veteran naval aviator of two 
wars, a newspaper publisher. and head of 
a number of foundations. He was born in 
1890 at West End, N. J. 

He was appointed ambassador to Cuba 
in November, 1929, and served until his 
resignation in April, 1933. He served as 
commander on the aircraft carrier U. S. S. 
Nehenta Bay, on combat duty in the Pa- 
cific in the spring of 1945, saw action at 
Okinawa. 

He is the author of “The Seven Skies” 
and “The United States and Cuba.” and 


has written numerous articles on aviation. 


CANDIDATES, Speaking of Flamingo 
candidates, Goyamo has come through with 
two corking wins. The slow-starting colt 
got his second victory in the Bahamas last 
Wednesday, and won the hard way, just 
as he did in his debut. Last away and far 
out of it, the son of *Goya I]—Mother 
India, by *Bahram, made up a good 16 
lengths in an amazing rally to win by a 
half-length in the good time of 1:2334 for 
seven furlongs, precisely the same clocking 
as in his first effort here. One thing is 
certain, he is a stayer. His style differs 
from *Turn-to’s, since the Guggenheim 
colt is gifted with overpowering speed. 
*Turn-to won his seven-furlong race in 
1:2325. pulled up a sixteenth of a mile by 
Hank Moreno. 

Now the experts are awaiting the debut 
of Hasty House Farm’s Hasty Road, the 


Black Metal, and Menemsha also are to 
be respected, 


The outcome of the McLennan Handi- 
cap on the week-end, which saw the 
former claimer Elixir fight his way to 
victory, served only to muddle the $100,- 
000 Widener picture. The race certainly 
was not truly run, for the field was jammed 
with 16 starters, and five or six horses 
were knocked completely out of contention. 

Elixir, an unpredictable runner, though 
capable of coming up with a big race when 
he decides to run, earned $53,800 in taking 
the richest renewal of the McLennan. and 
he now will have to be reckoned with for 
the Widener. 

He is owned by Dave J. Schneider, of 
Forest Hills, Long Island. He won the 
1951 Bahamas at Hialeah and the 1953 
Robert E. Lee Handicap at Tropical Park. 
He has been in Schneider’s hands ever 
since. Elixir is a half-brother to Happy 
Issue, a mare which won $225,424 and 
many stakes on the West Coast. Elixir. 
now six, has earned $150,000. He is a son 
of Bleu d’Or—Achieve, by Insco. Schnei- 
der claimed him from Woolford Farm in 
1950 for only $7,000. 

Though disqualified from second in the 
McLennan, *Royal Vale ran a much im- 
proved race over his initial outing here. 
when he placed eighth to Count Cain in 
the Royal Palm Handicap. It was my be- 
lief that *Royal Vale, which twice ex- 


tended Tom Fool in 1953, might have won

world’s biggest money-winning 2-year-old. 
At this writing, trainer Harry Trotsek 
plans to try him out in a six-furlong over- 
night event February 15, He demonstrated 
his fitness by going a mile in 1:41, the first 
six furlongs in 1:15, the other morning. 
Goyamo is expected to run back in the 
Everglades Handicap at the Flamingo 
distance of a mile and a furlong. His two 
closest pursuers in the Bahamas—Wheat- 
ley Stable’s Full Flight and Hal Price 
Headley’s Revolt—again may provide 
stern opposition, Jet General, Maharajah, 


the McLennan, despite top weight of 126 
pounds, had he not swerved sharply in the 
last sixteenth. He was beaten only a half- 
length by Elixir, weighted at only 110. 
*Royal Vale probably will be the horse to 
beat in the Widener, for which he also has 
been assigned 126 pounds. 

Among others that were badly impeded 
in the McLennan were *Iceberg II. Quiet 
Step, and Armageddon. Impasse. the favor- 
ite, finished 10th; and he too. didn’t have 

- good racing luck. All in all, it was a slam- 
bang affair—and it’s a wonder that all 16 
finished on four legs. 


STUD NEWS 


Bashful Tom 


Greentree Farm has postponed the stud 
career of Tom Fool, which retired last fal] 
after a distinguished 4-year-old campaign. 

At a press conference Monday, Febru- 
ary 8, Clarkson Beard, manager of Green- 
tree, handed newsmen a_ statement an- 
nouncing the decision: 

“Tom Fool has not covered a mare, and, 
with the opening of the breeding season 
at hand, it is necessary that his 1954 book 


‘be postponed. . . . Our plan is to rely on 


time and nature to get him ready for his

stud duties, and we have no reason to 
doubt that this will happen. It is our hope 
to breed him to some mares later in the 
breeding season. . . . This is not an un- 
common occurrence in the animal world, 
and usually corrects itself in time.” 

Beard laid at rest rumors that Green- 
tree was considering returning Tom Fool 
to training: “He will not be returned to 
the races under any circumstances.” 

There had been 25 mares booked to 
Tom Fool, 16 of them “outside” mares. 
Beard has written to all those who had 
taken services to the horse. asking if they 
would like to submit the name and foaling 
date of a late-foaling mare for service 
later in the season. 

Beard said Tom Fool behaved like “a 
young colt,” and that there was no ac- 
counting for his shyness, Since it had been 
impossible to run a fertility test, the farm 
had to assume at this time that the prob- 
lem was not one of fertility. “but is a 
matter of potency.” 

When the weather warms “and the sap 


” begins to run,” he'll be all right, Beard 


said. 
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*Windy City Il Syndicated 


*Windy City II, which has been standing 
at Dr. Frank Porter Miller’s farm at 
Riverside, Calif., has been sold to a syn- 
dicate of Kentucky breeders, and will be 
moved to Howard Reineman’s Crown Crest 
Farm. Lexington, upon completion of the 
present breeding season. 

*Windy City II, 1949, by Wyndham— 
Staunton. by *The Satrap, raced in Eng- 
land. France, and Ireland as a 2-year-old 
in 1951, and he was placed at the top of 
the free handicap in each country. 

Brought to the United States late in 
1951, *Windy City II raced at Santa Anita 
in 1952, winning the San Gabriel Stakes 
and San Felipe Handicap. In both of these 
races he beat Hill Gail, which later won 
the Santa Anita and Kentucky Derbys. 

*Windy City II was injured and had to 
be taken out of training after the 1952 
Santa Anita Park meeting. He entered the 
stud last year at Dr, Miller’s Sunnyslope 
Farm. His first foal, a filly, arrived on 
February 2 at W. W. Naylor’s ranch, near 
Riverside, 

As a 2-year-old, *Windy City II raced 
for Ray Bell, who had bought him as a 
yearling in Ireland for 700 guineas. Bell 
brought him to the United States, then sold 
him to Mrs. Petite Luellwitz. The syndi- 
cate bought him from Mrs. Luellwitz. 

It has not been announced how many 
breeders will participate in the syndicate. 
Known members include Reineman, Henry 
H. Knight, Dr. Charles Hagyard, Dr. Eslie 
Asbury. and John de Blois Wack.

Ramon Persevered 


From Bud Burmester. owner of the St. 
Albans Stock Farm, Fort Worth. Texas. 
last week came this story: 

“Some years ago. the Reynolds brothers. 
pioneer Texas Thoroughbred breeders. sold 
their stock farm south of town (now a 
multimillion-dollar residential develop- 
ment) and moved to the Proctor Farm, 
not far away. There, to the cover of the 
Valdina Farm’s *Colorado Lad. the Rey- 
nolds’ top mare Our Crest (1933, by 
*Pharamond II—*Cresta II, by Gay Cru- 
sader) foaled a fine stud colt. This new 
relative of Gunnison and Wagon Boss had 
everything. and much was expected of him. 

“However. fate took a hand. and while 
the foals were frolicking together the Our 
Crest colt tumbled to the bottom of a steep

ravine and broke his leg. There didn’t 
seem anything else to do but destroy the 
little fellow; but Watt Reynolds, who 
generally handles all the decisions for the 
family in Thoroughbred matters, couldn’t 
bring himself to give orders to put the 
foal down. 

“The little guy suffered the tortures of

the damned, but under the supervision of 
Wayne Locklear, stud manager for Rey- 
nolds, stable hands built a sling and the 
little fellow was suspended, He withered 
away to almost nothing, but gamely hung 
to his life. Later, he got so he could stand 
on his three good legs, and when time 
came to move the nursery to yet another 
location, Locklear, who by this time had 
taken ownership of the colt, sent him to 
his father’s place at Goldthwaite, Texas, 
where the crippled colt continued to re- 
ceive the same good care he got from the 
Reynolds family. 

“Nothing more was heard from the colt, 
by this time registered and named Ramon. 
But. if anyone remembers the result of a 
2-year-old race on January 29 at New Or- 
leans, they'll know it was won by a colt 
named Chicaro Boy; and Chicaro Boy was 
by none other than Ramon, which is doing 
quite well as a family man. Although badly 
crippled, he has sired a lot of good foals 
down around Goldthwaite.” 


Not That Old 


The stallion Gallahadion, a foal of 1937, 
was listed in THE BLoop-Horse of Janu- 
ary 16. page 162, as a foal of 1930. The 
son of *Sir Gallahad III and Countess 
Time, owned by John Holliday, of Holli- 
day Farm.

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TRACKS & MEETINGS 


New York Stakes 


Stakes programs were announced last 
week for the first five meetings of the New 
York season—Jamaica. Belmont Park. 
Aqueduct, Saratoga-at-Jamaica. and Sara- 
toga-at-Saratoga. 

The schedule calls for 64 stakes, with 
an added value of $1,475,000, The value 
of the programs will be somewhat more, 
since Aqueduct and Saratoga have not 
announced their steeplechase stakes. 

Since Empire City will not have a meet- 
ing this year, three new stakes have been 
added. Aqueduct has carded a $25,000- 
added race, as yet unnamed, for fillies and 
mares, and Saratoga has revived two old 
stakes—The Troy Stakes and the Cham- 
plain Handicap. 

Saratoga also has changed the condi- 
tions of two of its traditional stakes. The 
Wilson Stakes and the Whitney Stakes, 
both of which nearly were walk-overs for 
Tom Fool in 1953, will be handicaps in 
1954. The Whitney has been made one 
of the major races of the Saratoga meet- 
ing. with a purse of $50,000 added. 

Jamaica will have a shorter spring meet- 
ing this year and a longer fall meeting. 
Therefore, three stakes which have been 
run at the spring meetings—the Gallant 
Fox, Firenze, and Correction Handicaps— 
have been transferred to the fall meeting. 

Several stakes have been increased in 
value. Belmont Park. which had an- 
nounced earlier that it would invite lead- 
ing steeplechase horses from foreign coun- 
tries to compete in an _ International 
Steeplechase Handicap, has increased the 
value of the race from $7,500 added to 
$20,000 added. Belmont also raised the 
Roseben Handicap. from $20,000 added to 
$25,000 added. 

Several other stakes have been increased 
$5.000 in value. They include the Jamaica. 


Shevlin, Wilson, Saranac, and Diana

The following table is a breakdown of complete 1953 reports compiled by the 
National Association of State Racing Commissioners.

Of the 24 states which had racing in 1952 and 1953 (Nevada joined—and left—the 
list in 1953), 11 had more racing days in 1953, seven had less, and six had the same 
number. Most of the changes were slight. The states which had increases or decreases 
of more than 10 days were: Arizona (11 less), Nebraska (12 more), Ohio (16 more), 
Oregon (11 more), and West Virginia (32 more). 

One-third of the states showed a drop in attendance in 1953, but most of the 
declines were slight. Kentucky, New Jersey, and Ohio showed the largest increases. 

Only Colorado and New York had less pari-mutuel turnover in 1953 than in 1952,

In each case, the loss was small. Most spectacular percentage gain in pari-mutuel handle 
was in Louisiana, where the handle increased from $23,885,694 to $30.562,729 with only 
one more racing day. All of the racing in Louisiana is at the Fair Grounds in New 


Revenue to the states, which comes mostly from pari-mutuel taxes, showed huge 
gains. Biggest gains were in New York and Ohio. New York, which took one per cent 
of New York City’s tax on racing and added it to the State revenue, collected $32,525,600, 
as compared with $25,528,849 in 1952. Ohio, which last year increased its share of each 
betting pool, got $4,526,403. In 1952, Ohio collected only $1,637,563. 

The horsemen didn’t fare nearly as well as the state governments, but there were 
increases in purses in all states except Arizona and Ohio. The state governments took 
$138.604.146 in 1953; the horsemen got $65,216,728.

Sires in Great Britain, Ireland: 
Runners, Karnings, Indexes 


When the average-earnings index was 
suggested, more than half a dozen years 
ago, as a possible universal method for 
scoring the progeny of stallions (and 
other groups of horses), the British Blood- 
stock Agency immediately began to fur- 
nish basic data for the index by giving 
not only the number of winners represent- 
ing each sire, but also the number of run- 
ners. The BBA, as publisher of the inval-

uable Bloodstock Breeders’ Review, is the 
principal unofficial source of data on 
racing and breeding in Great Britain and 
Ireland. Its records are used by the Thor- 
oughbred Breeders’ Association for the 
compilation of data included in the Statis- 
tical Abstract. 

The Statistical Abstract dated December. 
1953. gives the usual list of sires of win- 
ners on the flat in Great Britain and Ire- 


land during the year. In addition to listing 
the winners by each sire, it gives the 
total number of runners representing the 
sire in the course of the year. 

It also gives the number of runners for 
each sire which had no winners at all, 
Thus, by totaling the runners and the first 
monies earned, the average expectancy per 
runner during the year may be determined 
and the records of the progeny of individ. 
ual sires may be compared with this ex. 
pectancy, 

There is one difficulty. In England and 
Ireland, a horse by Soandso or Suchand. 
such is credited to neither sire. No total 
is given for runners of doubtful paternity, 
Thus the total number of runners during 
the year is not exact as given in the Ab. 
stract; it falls short of the actual total, 
but by no great margin, of course.

1953, They earned a total of £1.339,22614 
in first money. This would be an average 
of £254.21 per runner. 

This average is accepted as the expec- 
tation for one runner. and for purposes 
of computing the earnings index is given 
the value of 1. Thus, if a horse earned £254 
and four shillings in 1953. his index was 
1.00: if he earned twice that much, the 
index was 2.00; if half that much, .50. 

As an instance, the American sire Eight 
Thirty had two runners in England in 
1953. One of them won £1,01434. This is 
the equivalent of the earnings of four 
“average” starters. Four divided by two 
equals 2.00. This is Eight Thirty’s index. 
It indicates that his progeny earned twice 
their average expectancy.

On a larger scale, *Nasrullah was rep- 
resented in 1953 by 57 runners. If their 
winnings had been at the average rate of 
£254.21 per horse, the total would have 
been £14,490 (which would have given an 
index of 1.00, of course). The actual earn- 
ings were £48,92234. This total is 3.38 
times the “expected” total; that is, *Nas- 
rullah’s progeny index for the year was 
3.38. 

The earnings index was designed to 
provide a sort of international statistical 
language for racing. In terms of raw earn- 
ings, it can be seen that *Nasrullah ranked 
second on the list of sires in England and 
Ireland. In terms of the average earnings 
index, it can be seen that the performance 
of his progeny as a group in 1953 was 
roughly equivalent to that of *Heliopolis 
and *Mahmoud in North America in 1952,

of 5.50, which approximates the 1952 rec- 
ord of Polynesian in the U. S. 

In some of the previous attempts to 
calibrate sire records in England accord- 
ing to the earnings index, the records have 
been based upon the Racing Calendar, 
which now excludes Irish racing. Since the 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association has 
furnished data including both Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland, it seems best to consider 
the two as a unit. ; 

In the accompanying tabulation of data, 
only such sires as were represented by at 
least eight runners are included, except 
that the records of horses standing in the 
U. S. are given if the sire had a winner in 
England or Ireland, regardless of the 
number of starters. Not included in the 
tabulation are the following sires which

HYPERION. The only one of the older 
sires (with progeny still racing) for which 
a lifetime record can be accumulated is 
Hyperion, Now in the evening of his bril- 
liant career, Hyperion for the last seven 
years has averaged below the standard 
established during the first nine years his 
progeny were represented in racing, but 
his lifetime progeny index is still 4.04. 

In the 16 years Hyperion’s get have 
raced in England and Ireland he has been 
represented by 701 year-starters, of which 
167 have earned more than four times the 
year’s average. The total earnings are 
£423.789.65 (with Irish racing excluded 
in some years). When broken down and 
adjusted according to the various aver- 
ages of the different years, these earnings 
are found to represent the earnings of 
2.831 “average” runners, or 4.04 times the 
expectancy from Hyperion’s 701 year- 
starters. 

Not many lifetime progeny records are 
available for sires whose progeny raced 
over so many years. St. Simon’s lifetime 
index for 733 year-starters in 24 years was 
4.75. Blandford had 474 year-starters in 
15 years, index 4.29, 

There are 18 sons of Hyperion which 
had at least eight runners in 1953. Of 
these, only one (Rockefella) had an index 
above 1.20. Fairway had three sons above 
this mark, including Blue Peter (2.65).

A Year Ahead of Time 


In its report last week on Gateway Park. 
a new track being built near El Paso, 
THE Bioop-HorseE gave the wrong dates 
for this fall’s meeting. Through a clerical 
error, the New Mexico State Racing Com- 
mission had given THE BLoop-HorseE the 
1955 fall dates for Gateway. The correct 
1954 dates appear elsewhere in “Tracks 
and Meetings,” along with 1954 dates for 
the other three New Mexico tracks. 


Last week’s report said the track would 
race Thursday through Saturday each 
week for 10 weeks. Racing will be Friday 
through Sunday, with two exceptions. Two 
Fridays. October 8 and 15, will be dark, 
and they will be replaced by Columbus 
Day, October 12. and Thanksgiving Day, 
November 25. 


Business Good in N. M. 


New records in pari-mutuel handles and 
attendance were set in New Mexico last 
year, according to an annual report of the 
New Mexico State Racing Commission. 


Although only three tracks operated last 
year (there were four in 1952), betting 
was up 10.7 per cent and attendance in- 
creased 16.7 per cent. 


But the daily average attendance and 
daily average mutuel handle declined 
slightly at two of the State’s parks, the 
New Mexico State Fair at Albuquerque 
and La Mesa Park at Raton. 


Ruidoso Downs showed a sensational 
increase. The average daily paid atten- 
dance went from 637 to 1.318, an increase 
of 106.9 per cent, and the average daily 
mutuel handle increased 38.3 per cent, 
from $76,108 to $105,278. 


Complete figures for New Mexico are 
given in an accompanying table of sta- 
tistical reports prepared by the National 
Association of State Racing Commission- 
ers, (See The Business Side.) 


Seek Tax Refund 


The Arlington Park Jockey Club and 
the Washington Park Jockey Club have 
brought suit in U. S. Circuit Court to 
force the Federal government into a tax 
refund of $218,825. 


The action claims that the tracks were 
the principal owners of the Los Angeles 
Dons, in the defunct All America profes- 
sional football league. The tracks bought 
their share of the Dons in 1947, and sank 
$434.451 in the team. the suit says. The 
plaintiffs claim they lost $200,000 in the 
venture, 


The government refused a tax refund 
on the losses. The tracks are asking a re- 
fund of their loss, plus interest. 


Record Tax Receipts 


California race tracks paid the State 
more taxes last year than in any previous 
year, according to the annual statistical 
report issued by the California Horse 
Racing Board, The State received $22.- 
573,818.95, as compared with the previous 
high of $20.778.889.53 in 1946. 

There were 441 days of racing in Cali- 
fornia in 1953. including meetings at the 
six major tracks. nine fairs, and assorted 
harness and Quarter Horse meetings. At- 
tendance totaled 5.696.364. and the mutuel 
handle was $397.386.479. Betting at the 
six major tracks, Santa Anita Park. Holly- 
wood Park, Del Mar. Bay Meadows. Tan- 
foran, and Golden Gate Fields. reached 
$336.052.510. 

The money received by the State was 
distributed as follows: $15.932.915.16 to 
the fair and exposition fund, $4,314.485.83 
to the general fund. $1.000,000 to the wild- 
life restoration fund, and $1.326,418.96 to 
the State college fund. 


Delaware Dates 


Dates for the 1954 meeting at Delaware 
Park have been approved by the Delaware 
Racing Commission. There will be 32 days 
of racing, beginning on May 29 and 
ending on July 5. 


Only Three in New Jersey 


Gov. Alfred E. Driscoll of New Jersey 
has signed a bill to limit the number 
of race tracks in. New Jersey to three— 


‘the number presently operating. Gov. 


Driscoll supported the bill. saying he 
thought there already was too much racing 
in New Jersey. 


New Mexico Dates 


Dates for the New Mexico racing season 
have been announced by the State Racing 
Commission. There will be 103 days of 
racing this year. an increase of 41 days 
over last year. Most of the extra days will 
go to Gateway Park. a new track near El 
Paso, which will have a 30-day season. 

Except for the New Mexico State Fair 
at Albuquerque. the New Mexico tracks 
confine their racing to week-ends. Ruidoso 
Downs. at Ruidoso. and La Mesa Park. at 
Raton. will open the season in June. and 
each will race until early September. The 
State Fair meeting. from September 25- 
October 3. will be followed by the Gate- 
way Park meeting. opening on October 9.

1. To establish a convalescent and re- 
tirement home for persons connected with | 
racing in Michigan. 

2. To establish a breeding farm to pro- 
vide Michigan Thoroughbred breeders with 
access to one or more proven stallions. 

3. To set up a training program for 
jockeys. grooms, and exercise boys. 

The program would be financed by six 
extra days of racing at the two Detroit 
tracks—three days each at Detroit race 
track and Hazel Park. 

Dr. Lindy and Bridge presented their 
program to James Inglis, Michigan racing 
commissioner. Inglis said he favored the 
program, but said that he could not grant 
dates until more details had been worked 
out. 

George Haggarty. attorney for the 
Michigan Racing Association which op- 
erates Detroit race track, and James Bel- 
lanca. attorney for Hazel Park. agreed 
with the proposals “in theory.” Whether 
the tracks would co-operate is another 
question. Haggarty suggested that “the 
horsemen could begin by concentrating on 
the breeding end of the program.” 


Northville Downs Out 


Michigan racing commissioner James H. 
Inglis recently turned down a request of 
Mark Leach. owner’ of the Greenacres 
Stock Farm, to run a running-horse meet- 
ing at Northville Downs. 

Said Inglis: “There are several reasons 
for this decision. I don’t feel that a half- 
mile track is large enough to provide the 
quality of racing which the Detroit public 
expects and is entitled to have, 

“In addition, the impracticability of flat 
racing at Northville was demonstrated by 
the meetings that were held there in 1939 
and 1940. The average daily handle at the 
1940 meeting of 11 days was under $12,000. 

“Also, the facilities for the public at 
Northville are not up to the standards of 
a modern racing plant such as the public 
is accustomed to for Thoroughbred racing 
in the Detroit area.” 

Inglis said he was sorry to turn down 
Leach’s request, because he knew of 
Leach’s “keen interest in racing” and his 
“record as a participant in the sport.”

ly perfect” skulls of the Dawn Horse, 
earliest known ancestor of the horse. has 
been found in Colorado, The discovery 
was announced yesterday by the Amer. 
ican Museum of Natural History. 

The find. made in a valley ninety miles 
south of Colorado Springs. was described 
by Dr. George Gaylord Simpson. chairman 
of the museum’s department of geology 
and paleontology. as being potentially 
“the richest single find known of mammals 
of the Eocene Epoch. dating back fifty to 
sixty million years.” 

Knowledge of the Dawn Horse. or 
Eohippus. Dr. Simpson pointed out, has 
been incomplete. as only a few skulls have 
previously been discovered and all were 
imperfect. 

“Now. in this one find.” he said, “we

four partial skeletons previously assem- 
bled.” 

Eohippus was an animal ranging in size 
from ten inches high at the shoulders to 
half the size of a Shetland pony, It had 
progressed far enough along the evolu- 
tionary scale to have lost one of its five 
toes. to show some of the beginnings of 
the characteristic equine dental structure 
and to have developed a herbivorous diet. 


Until the present group of Eohippus 
skulls was unearthed. Dr. Simpson ex- 
plained. paleontologists were not sure 
whether variations noted in previously dis. 
covered specimens were differences within 
an individual species or the distinguishing 
characteristics of several species. The ex- 
cavation of this group of eight skulls, he 
said, has given science a basis on which 
to make judgments about this range of 
variations, 

The Colorado site. located at Huerfano 
Valley, northwest of Walsenburg. Colo., 
has also yielded the remains of other 
species of mammals, including twenty well- 
preserved skulls, several complete skele- 
tons and numerous more fragmentary 
specimens. 

“Full identification must await comple- 
tion of study in the museum,” Dr, Simp- 
son said., “but we already know that at 


least eight different kinds of early mam: 
mals are represented in the quarry. Many 
more will probably be found. Concentra- 
tions of fossil often include only one or 
two specimens. This discovery is therefore 
of unusual interest in that it gives a pic- 
ture of a whole fauna of animals that 
lived together early in the Age of Mam- 
mals.” 


The fossil bones are so thickly embed: 
ded in the rock that, to avoid damaging 
them in the field, a “petrified zoo” was 
taken out in a single large block of rock 
and bones weighing about two tons. This 
block has just been opened in the fossil 
vertebrate laboratory of the museum. How 
ever, Dr. Simpson pointed out, “the pains- 
taking process of removing the bones from 
the reck without injury may take several 
vears. 


The site of the excavation has been 
named Castillo Pocket. after its owner, 
Moses Castillo. It was discovered in the 
summer of 1952 by George O. Whittaker 
of the museum staff. In June of this year. 
Mr. Whitaker returned to the site with 
Joseph A. Nocera, also of the museum 
staff. 


The area differs from most sites in that 
the fossil remains are not confined to one 
level but are scattered at many levels all 
through the hill. Work will be resumed 
next summer.

At almost every session of the legislature 
since the pari-mutuel law was repealed 
in the summer of 1937, a bill which would 
legalize betting in Texas has been in the 
hopper. The vote sometimes has _ been 
close, never favorable. 

In 1938, Gov. James V. Allred, who 
was primarily responsible for racing’s end 
in Texas, was succeeded by W. Lee 
(Pappy) O’Daniel, Horsemen were op- 
timistic about the chances of racing’s re- 
turn, THE BLoop-Horse of September 10. 
1938, said: “Texans interested in racing 
are almost certain that the sport will re- 
turn to the State under the administration 
of W. Lee O’Daniel.” 

In 1939, at the first session of the legis- 
lature under O’Daniel’s administration. a 
bill to permit pari-mutuel betting was 
introduced. The bill was reported favorably 
by a House committee. only to be nar- 
rowly defeated on the floor. 

The next near-victory was in 1947, when 
the House State Affairs Committee unani- 
mously approved of a bill to legalize bet- 
ting. Many prominent Texans testified in 
favor of the bill, including the late Gen. 
Jonathan Wainwright. Robert J. Kleberg. 
Fred Wyse, and G. R. White, president 
of the board of directors at Texas A & M 
College. 

But the well organized opposition which 
had plagued racing in the 1930’s appeared 
again, Church groups organized petitions 
to legislators and newspapers. .The Dallas 
Morning News, one of the largest news- 
papers in Texas, published an editorial 
entitled “The Pari-mutuel Racket.” which 
criticized Gen. Wainwright for speaking 
for the bill. After disposing of Gen. Wain-

wright, the editorial lashed out at “the 
sports of kings.” The News charged that 
race tracks were inhabited by “the drags 
and scum of humanity”; that race tracks 
created a crime problem (a theory refuted 
by all Texas cities which had race tracks 
in the thirties); that “every track knows 
the picture of ruined lives. of suicides, of 
unpaid bills.” The edicorial concluded 
that “common sense” should tell Texas 
legislators “to kill the snake before it 
strikes.” 

The racing bill passed the House. but 
got no further. 


THE POSSE. In 1949, the hand of Texas 
racing was strengthened by the formation 
of the Big Spring Sheriff's Posse, a group 
of horsemen who lived in the vicinity of 
Big Springs. a town of 17,000 in west 
central Texas. The Posse established the 
Big Spring Futurity. a race for 2-year- 
olds of all breeds. The Posse could not 
contribute much cash, but the conditions 
of the race called for a $100 nomination 
fee and another $100 to start, The race. 
run over two furlongs, had a total purse of 
$9,000. Few stakes in American turf his- 
tory have been as well supported by the 
nominators. Because of the large number 
of entries, it was necessary to hold elim- 
ination trials one week and the Futurity 
a week later. 

The next year two divisions were offered, 
with a $1,000 purse in each division. The 
only difference in the conditions was the 
distance—one division at two furlongs and 
one at four furlongs. 

Because most of the Quarter Horse 
breeders nominated their animals for the 
two-furlong division, that division carried 
the richer purse—$7.950. It was won, how- 
ever, by a Thoroughbred, Reticule. a filly

by Depth Charge—Occlusion. Reticule had 
proved one of the best 2-year-olds of 1950 
at the Fair Grounds in New Orleans before 
going to Big Spring. 

Big Spring offered other races in addi- 
tion to the Futurity. On the day of the 
Futurity championship in 1950, there were 
two other 2-year-old races. two races for 
older horses (one at five furlongs, one at 
seven furlongs), and one match race. 

Big Spring did not have the accommoda- 
tions of a large race track. but the facil- 
ities were adequate. The seven-furlong 
track had a good surface. The starting 
gate and the photo-finish camera were 
used to assure accurate racing, 

By 1951, the four-furlong division was 
catching up. It was worth $4,800, while the 
shorter race was worth $6,100. The two- 
furlong race again was won by a son of 
Depth Charge, Brigand, and the longer 
race went to Hiram Jr., a colt by Total 
Eclipse. 

Late in 1951, the Big Spring Futurity 
was put out of business by the U. S. Air 
Force, which wanted the 93-acre fair 
grounds for the Big Spring Air Force Base. 


ANOTHER HELPER. In this dark hour 
more support was born: the Texas Horse 
Breeders Association. Primary purpose of 
this organization was the sponsorship of 
a Texas Futurity, and it pledged to make 
the race a major stakes “of which every 
Texas citizen may be proud.” J, R. Dil- 
lard, of Big Spring. was elected president. 
and H. J. Morrison, who had promoted 
the Big Spring meetings so successfully, 
was named secretary-manager. 

It was decided to hold the 1952 divi- 
sions of the Texas Futurity at San Angelo, 
a town of 52.000 located about 75 miles 
southeast of Big Spring. The breeders 
group also revived the Texas Derby. last 
run in 1937 at Arlington Downs. Texas’ 
principal track during the 1930's. 

The stallion Top Deck (1945, by Eques- 
trian) dominated the 1952 Futurity. He 
sired the winners of both the two-furlong 
and four-furlong divisions. The Texas 
Derby was won by Clay Wright, a colt by 
Farm Bill (1936. by Whiskalong). 

The Texas Futurity last year moved 
again—this time to Del Rio. where the Del 
Rio Livestock Association had been hold- 
ing racing for several years. 


OTHER TRACKS, There are several 
other racing centers in Texas, all in the 
central or south central section of the 
State, The record for continuous racing 
belongs to Brady, Texas. where meetings 
have been held each year for 27 years. 
The Brady meetings, held during the first 
week of July, are four-day affairs. with 
six to eight races each day. Both Thor- 
oughbreds and Quarter Horses compete. 
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DeptH CHARGE 
His offspring were prominent in the Big Spring Futurities. 


The track is a five-eighths mile oval. 
with a two-furlong chute. Daily attendance 
varies from 4,000 to 6,000. Customers pay 
one dollar to enter the grounds, and an- 
other 50 cents for reserved seats. The 
Brady July Jubilee. which sponsors the 
meetings. last year put up $6.200 for 
purses, and several thousands more came 
from nomination and starting fees. 

Other Texas towns which conduct betless 
meetings include Fredericksburg. Boerne, 
Junction. and Menard. 

Of course, these tracks do not offer the 
facilities or purses common in Texas dur- 
ing the years when pari-mutuel betting was 
legal. 


BACKGROUND. From 1933-37, racing 
was conducted at three major Texas racing 
centers—Arlington Downs, between Dallas 
and Fort Worth; Epsom Downs, at Hous- 
ton; and Alamo Downs. at San Antonio. 
(Racing also was staged for two years at 
the State Fair Grounds in Dallas). Little 
has been heard from the Texas tracks 
since the legislature slammed shut the 
door. Three Texas newspapermen have 
supplied THe Brioop-Horse capsule his- 
tories of the tracks since 1937, including 
efforts to conduct racing. All felt that Texas 
would stay out of the racing picture for 
a long time. 


ALAMO DOWNS 


When sportsmen in San Antonio ask: 
“Remember the Alamo?” they aren’t re- 
ferring to the landmark where a small 
band of Texans stood off a Mexican army. 


They're recalling Alamo Downs, a 350- 
acre racing layout a few miles west of San 
Antonio, which flourished for three color- 
ful years before the Texas legislature out- 
lawed horse racing in 1937. 


In its day, Alamo Downs ranked with 
the best of Texas tracks. It had a plush 
club house. a modern, concrete grandstand 
with 5.000 seats. and stables for 950 horses. 
During its last 50-day meet in 1937, the 
management turned away nearly 2,000 
racing applicants because the Downs 
couldn’t accommodate the horses. 

Raymond Russell Sr., who was presi- 
dent of the track, says he lost $500,000 
during its operation. It was never a money 
maker, The minimum purse was $500. and 
the best race was the $5.000-added C. W. 
Hay Memorial Handicap. set up in 1936 
to honor Judge C. W. Hay of Frankfort. 
Ky.. who had served as presiding steward 
at Alamo Downs. 

Racing at Alamo Downs didn’t end in 
1937. V. E. (Red) Berry spensored a brief 
revival in December, 1943. He had esti- 
mated that 2.500 customers. at 48 cents 
each. would enable his promotion to break 
even. His first program. on Sunday. De- 
cember 19. drew only 1.068 persons, al- 
though the weather was perfect for racing. 
Berry and his associates. who had person- 
ally put up the purse money, decided to 
try another program the next Sunday. Only 
541 customers showed up, That was the 
end of racing at Alamo Downs. 

The track is now a ruin, A fire gutted 
the grandstand seven years ago, and an 
insurance company estimated $68,000 
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would have to be spent before it could 
be insurable for liability. 

Alamo Downs was purchased by oilman 
John E. Mowinckle shortly after the fire. 
For two years he used the site to raise and 
train Arabian horses. He still owns the 
track and still keeps five Arabian horses 
on the place, although he no longer raises 
them on a commercial basis. 

Early in 1953, Mowinckle leased Alamo 
Downs to Bruce Eytinge, a scientist who 
employs 14 technicians for special work 
on aviation and electronic equipment in 
what used to be the track’s administration 
building. Eytinge lives at the track, where 
he keeps 40 cows, 80 sheep, a flock of 
chickens, a few ducks, and a pet peacock. 

Will horse racing ever come back to 
Texas? The wise money thinks not—for 
at least 10 years and maybe never, San 
Antonio merchants still recall the popu- 
larity of Alamo Downs, and generally fear 
its influence on shoppers if it should re- 
open. 

But the owner of Alamo Downs would 
like nothing better than a rebirth of racing 
in Texas, A clause in Eytinge’s lease stip- 
ulates he must give up the Downs within 
30 days if horse racing should make a 
come-back.

ARLINGTON DOWNS 


Arlington Downs, once one of the South’s 
finest racing plants, lies useless in the 
middle of the 1,000,000 population area 
of Fort Worth and Dallas. To reduce 
maintenance, insurance, and tax costs. the 
club house and racing secretary’s buildings 
now are being demolished. 

The 2,400 acres which make up the Ar- 
lington Downs layout are owned by E. 
Paul Waggoner, millionaire oil and cattle- 
man. Waggoner recently said that the 
plant might be sold “if the price is right.”

Arlington Downs is on U. S. Highway 
80. inside the bulging city limits of Ar- 
lington, Texas. where General Motors Cor- 
poration is starting to produce Buicks, 
Oldsmobiles, and Pontiacs. The G. M. 
plant is across the highway from the 
track’s grandstand. 


During the war years. Arlington Downs 


was converted into a huge motor pool for 
the U. S. Army’s Eighth Service Com- 
mand. Jeeps. trucks. tanks, and other mil- 
itary equipment were shipped there before 
being assigned to bases throughout the 
Southwest. 

From 1945 through 1948. the track was 
used for rodeos. Good crowds turned out, 
but the rodeos could not compete with the 
well established rodeo of the Southwestern 
Exposition and Fat Stock Show at Fort 
Worth. 

After the rodeos. came automobile races 
—regular-sized racing cars. stock cars. 
motorcycles, and midget racers. It also 
has been used for old fiddlers’ contests 
and as the site of the annual Arlington 
fair. 

Legalized betting probably won't come 
back to Texas. 


If Texas becomes short of revenue, pari- 
mutuel betting might slip past the legis- 
lature. But as long as oil continues to 
flow in Texas, the State’s finances will 
remain in good shape. 

Texas also needs redistricting, Although 
the big population gains of recent years 
have been in the cities. most members of 
the Texas legislature come from rural 
areas and small towns. And small-town 
legislators usually are opposed to racing.

EPSOM DOWNS 


Memories and a few rusty horseshoes 
are all that remain of the horse racing era 
in Houston. Where Epsom Downs (seating 
capacity 10.000) once stood, there now are 
numerous homes and business establish- 
ments. A wide strip of its land now is 
being prepared for the extension of a 
super highway. 

Owned during its operation by a New 
England syndicate headed by Lou Smith. 
general manager of Rockingham Park. 
Epsom Downs in 1937 reverted to a group 
of Boston men who held a mortgage on 
the track. Realizing that there was little 
chance for racing’s return to Texas, the 
Bostonians sold the 300-odd acres to Hous-

ton residents. who have subdivided it and 
sold it as real estate. 

But before then Epsom Downs had one 
last fling. Quarter Horse races were staged 
there for three or four days in July 1940, 
Police, having heard reports of open book. 
making. then moved in and padlocked the 
track. 

It stood idle until 1945, when the grand. 
stand was torn down, and the development 
of the Epsom Downs subdivision began. 

Expert opinion is that only another de. 
pression can bring the return of pari. 
mutuel betting to Texas—and some say 
even this might not do the trick. Although 
the days of big tracks have gone, racing 
is not. Former legislator Joe E. Winfree 
Sr.. of Houston, says, “There’s as much 
racing in Texas now as there ever was, 
Many thousands of dollars exchange hands 
even in the small country towns, but be- 
cause it’s not legal. the State doesn’t get 
any of the benefits.”

Mark-Ye-Well. which dominated the stakes for 
older horses at Santa Anita Park last winter, had 
not been closer than fourth in three starts this 
season before the San Marcos Handicap. Despite 
these poor races, racing secretary Jimmy Kilroe 
gave him top weight of 126 pounds. and the bet- 
tors made him the favorite. 

Mandingo was first out of the gate, opened up a 
two-length margin during the downhill run, but 
quit after six furlongs. Mark-Ye-Well and *Thirteen 
of Diamonds then moved up, and Mark-Ye-Well 
gradually drew away. At the finish, he was three 
lengths ahead. Nothirdchance, in a contending posi- 
tion throughout, failed to rally and finished third. 

Although Mark-Ye-Well ran the 1% miles in 
2:00%, a new American turf record, it is difficult 
to compare his time with the previous record, which 
was set on a level course. 

Foaled February 7. 1949, Mark-Ye-Well has 
done all of his racing for Calumet Farm. He did not 
start at two because of a weak stifle. At three, he 
won seven of 1] starts, including the Arlington 
Classic, American Derby, Lawrence Realization, and 
Clang Handicap. Last year. he won the San Fer- 
nando Stakes, the Santa Anita Maturity, and the 
Santa Anita Handicap. 

Bull Lea, sire of Mark-Ye-Well, had nine other 
stakes winners last year. Mar-Kell, his dam, was 
one of the best race mares of her time; and Nellie 
Flag. the second dam, was the first top race horse 


owned by the late Warren Wright. She produced 
three good stakes winners.

OBITUARY 


Count Antoine Hocquart de Turtot 


After many years as one of the most 
honored figures in French racing, Count 
Antoine Hocquart de Turtot died on Jan- 
uary 16. In 1928 he was elected president 
of the Federation des Societes des Courses 
and was made first commissioner of the 
Societe d’Encouragement. Twenty years 
later he succeeded Marquis de Ganay as 
president of the Societe d’Encouragement. 
Age and declining health forced him to 
lay aside most of his activities in 1950. 

Count Antoine was a grandson of Count 
Edouard Hocquart de Turtot. one of the 
founders of the Societe d’Encouragement. 
ruling body of the French Turf. He guided 
racing during the difficult years of World 
War II. and at his death was described by 
the French press as “un parfait admin- 
istrateur. un admirable organisateur.”

at his home in Richmond. Calif. Funeral 
services were held at Richmond on Feb- 
ruary 1.

Taxation 


Last year the State of New York, feeling 
the uncomfortable pinch of an expanding 
budget and a shrinking revenue, penned a 
new contract for its four race tracks; then, 
while the tracks were looking elsewhere, 
slipped it into their pockets. Two weeks 
ago, a Kentucky governor with a big hun. 
ger for more money and a myopic under. 
standing of the wisest ways to get it ip. 
creased the pari-mutuel tax on the State’s 
three race tracks and shook non-profit 
Keeneland Race Course from its tax ex. 
emption. 

Last week, taking a cue from New York 
and Kentucky, a Maryland delegate to the 
General Assembly introduced a bill in. 
creasing the State’s take from pari-mutuels 
at Thoroughbred tracks from 10 to 15 per 
cent. This was calculated to enrich the 
State of Maryland by about $5,000,000. 

As usual, the move was a big surprise 
to race track management. For several 
hours John D. Shapiro. president of Lau- 
rel Race Course, was speechless. After he 
recovered, he told newsmen he _ thought 
the proposal was terrible, pointed to New 
York where excessive taxation has made 
it hard for racing associations to keep their 
heads up. 

Others in Maryland. however. were 
ready to comment. Said Donald Lillis, 
president of Bowie Race Course: “If the 
take is raised it will be the death knell 
of high-class racing in Maryland. . . . Look 
here in New York, there’re seven or eight 
million people for the tracks to draw from, 
and they should be tops in racing; but, 
because of the 15 per cent take, New York 
racing is gradually deteriorating. Why, if 
someone would build a track in New Jer- 
sey across the river from New York City 
and have racing with a 12 per cent take, 
they would get all the business.” (New 
York is safe temporarily. The New Jersey 
legislature recently passed a bill limiting 
its tracks to three.) 

Lillis said that, on the last Saturday 
Bowie was open, ten bus loads of spec- 
tators made the five-hour trip from New 
York. But with a larger mutuel take. 
“they would have gone looking for a book- 
maker instead.” 

Said John D, Jackson, general manager 
of Pimlico Race Course, “The additional 
tax would mean the tracks would wind up 
producing less revenue. That’s what hap- 
pened in New York. It’s simply the law of 
diminishing returns.”
